The Rev. J. IS. Xewmiin writes in tlic Mclho- 
tiist : 

It icto be feared tiiat rrotcstants li.ive counted 
too l.irfrcly upon 'the mor.il results of the Ilnlian 
revoUitk).ii, or rather upon the overthrow nf the 
teniporal pnwerof the Tope. As far as I can lenrn. 
the It.-i'iaii Cathoiiea have no intention t(i reiinnnce 
their religion. Almost to a nian they desire the 
separation of Church and State, and they are 
equally, unanimous to retain the Tope as their 
spiritual head. Th« Papal Church is still n great 
power in the earth, and will so continue for many 
year* fo come. Reformation, rather than conver- 
sion, is the ijreat work to Ic accomplished. Ill's 
not to be expected that (Catholics will become Pro- 
testants. They regard rrot< stiUitism as a new rc- 
. llgion, and it is this fact which causes the terrible 
Rtrugglc in the minds of those who become con- 
verts. The consummation of the prefonl revolu- 
tion will eminently facilitate the work of reform. 
The abolition of the temporal power of the Tupe 
■will remove tlie crealest barrier in moral imprnve- 
raent, and the free institutions which will iii.au- 
gurat'ed in the new Italian kingdom will secure to 
Pr testant tlhristiaiiity the rights of worship and 
access to the people. But the regeneration of the 
Papal Church must bo the work of time and of 
patient toil. 

Father Chiniquy, relating his obscrv.atioiis in 
Taris, remarks : 

" M'e met in the streets a great many prie'its ; 
and I was surprised to fee how 5iil they looked. 
The greater i)art of thrm scarcely dared to raise 
their eves. 1 asked the driver— ' .My friend, why 
do vou'r priests look .so sad lie answered me 
-immediately: ' It is because their tinin is liiiishcd.' 
Another dav, being driven by another cabman,

«o. I know well that our priests do not preach 
the Gospel, and that without the Gospel there is 
no rellKion.'

OKOoked Streets and Crooked Legisla- 
tion. 

Our lei'fslators unfiiieslionablj' deserve the 
title of an awkward squad in iiii eminent de- 
gree. Harnessing live cart befure iho liorso 
is their usual way of going tci work. The 
rank and file, led on by the I'avoi-ile luipil of 
Sir Hugh Cairns, left, us a prelly specimen 
of their legislative skiilin tiiu Land lie-istry 
Act; the tax niachiiinry of ihe Ucal lOstale 
Tax Act is in an equally precarious situa- 
tion;, and tbe famous " Road Apt, 18C0," 
gives Iload Commissioners to every district 
but to Victoria town. Who e.xcept our So- 
lons would hove ever thought of making 
pjovision for defining and making new lines 
of road and improving old onus in the coiiii- 
Uy, and yet leave— specially except— the 
.Ihe town of Victoria with threc-foiutbs of the 
entire inhabitants of the province, without 
any authority whatever, to say where the 
line of a street shall be, or where it shall not 
beT Such is the f.ict neveriboless. The 
Road Act empowers the Governor to apiwint 
Road Commissioners in every district except 
Victoria. There, there is none; nor no law 
to appoint any. It is not because Road 
Corjimissioneisare tequired.and Street Coin- 
miMioners are not. Boih were necessary ; 
but if one was more necessary than another 
it certainly was in this town'. Here'there is 
four tiroes as much taxable real estate as m 
all the other settled districts put together. 
Our population is three to their one. Jf we 
measure all our streets wc will find that iheir 
united lenj^ih is equivalent to iho entire 
length of all the highwuys in t!ie Cdnny. 
And yet Victoria tnwn cannol have a .Slrcet 
Commissioner. Tlio linn of (iuess-So, 
May-be-So, & Terhaps-So, Civil Kuginoers, 
are occasionally deputed or act under a 
ascmi-sancti..n of Survey-General Thecklo- 
lile, for the purpose of defining the line 
of the street, and the locality of some enter- 
prising citiyoD's lot. Each of Iho oelobmted 
firm will take tucn.about with chain, flaj^s, 
pins, tripod, and theodolite, to discover the 
•traet, lot, and block.' By irigonoiuetrieal 
obiervation they try to discover w^ ere tho 
Sorveybr-6eneral fi.xed the corner of Tank- 
ard Row or Rag street either the fust or the 
flfieenth time that he <ilti>red it. Failing in 
that thoy re»ori to the ollin.J rn:.ps ol ilie 
town in the Land oiiioe.
